A North Korean Red prisoner 
was killed and another wounded 
slightly today when an American 
gpard accidentally fired an auto- 
matic rifle into Compound 66 of 
the United Nations prisoner of 
war Camp No. 1. 
A spokesman 
for the camp 
commander said the mishap oc­ 
curred two hours after UN troops 
wielding bay onets and using tear 
gas bombs, had broken up a pris­ 
oner parade, foiled a Red attempt 
to cut a sew gate in an inner 
barbed wire fence and torn down 
the POWs’ ramshackle command 
post and dispensary . 
Camp officers said no shots 
were fired by the troops who 
had entered the compound earlier. 
Were Changing Places 
The accidental shooting came 
when U. S. guards were changing 
places tonight in a high watch- 
tower at the rear of the com­ 
pound. The automatic weapon 
spray ed bullets into the middle 
of the compound. 
The Reds began parading this 
afternoon in the compound where 
2,700 officers and 650 enlisted 
orderlies are held. 
At least 100 U. S. and British 
infantry men entered the enclo­ 
sure. 
They broke up the demonstra­ 
tion .with tear gas bombs and 
drove the Reds into the center of 
the compound.

Seoul, Korea, May 29 UP)—Com­ 
munist big guns turned back an 
allied raid with their mightiest 
barrage of the y ear Wednesday . It 
was the same day Red truce nego­ 
tiators threatened to renew heavy 
fighting in Korea. 
The Communists 
poured 7,126 
rounds of fire on UN positions in 
the 24 hours ended at 6 p. m. 
Wednesday . That’s five times the 
Reds’ normal volume 
in 
the 
present limited action phase of the 
war. . 
Half the shells broke up an 
allied raid on a three-hill enemy 
position near Korangpo on the 
western front. Heavy Communist 
mortar and artillery barrages also 
pounded two sectors east of the 
once heavily -contested Punchbowl 
on the eastern front. 
Intensity of the Red fire didn’t 
match allied peaks of up to 20,000 
rounds in a single day . 
Withdrawal Forced 
The Red artillery barrage near 
Korangpo forced withdrawal of 
UN troops who had wrecked Com­ 
munist positions on three hills 
along the old invasion route 
to 
South Korea. 
UN assault troops had stormed 
two of the hills near Korangpo 
within three hours of their 3 a. m. 
attack. The third held out until 
8 :30 a. m. Tanks provided fire 
support in the attack on one hill 
and UN troops assaulted 
with 
fix ed bay onets on another. The 
Reds left 105 soldiers dead or 
wounded. 
In a savage fight northwest of 
Yonchon, allied 
troops 
repulsed 
two Chinese companies preparing 
to assault the main United Nations 
line. 
The Eighth Army reported 9 6 
Chinese bunkers, six machinegun 
nests 
and 
12 
communications 
trenches smashed by its Patton 
and Sherman tanks on the central 
front. 
Allied warplanes destroy ed 100 
bunkers and

along the front, the air force re­ 
ported. It said day light raids into 
North Korea destroy ed 115 ve­ 
hicles, one tank, one power plant; 
made 50 rail cuts; collapsed a rail­ 
road tunnel and fired 20 buildings.

Calls Act Impertinent 
Moscow, May 29 (A*)—Pravda 
headlined last night’s arrest of 
French Communist Party Secre­ 
tary Jacques Duclos as “ an im­ 
pertinent act of French reaction­ 
aries.” The Communist Party or­ 
gan ran only a brief account of 
the incident, news of which did 
not reach here until early today . 
Observers predicted the Moscow 
press will have much to say about 
the arrest and soon.

Washington, May 29 (A*)—The 
Senate has overwhelmingly passed 
a $6,700,000,000 foreign aid bill 
but the mutual security program 
is almost sure to be cut further 
before any money actually be­ 
comes available. 
The final Senate vote on pas­ 
sage last night was 64 to 10 with 
39 Democrats and 25 Republicans 
joining in support of the meas­ 
ure to aid America’s friends all 
over the world. Nine Republicans 
and one Democrat, Olin Johnston 
(S.C.), said “ no.” 
But the bill now goes into con­ 
ference with the House which 
voted last Friday , 245 to 110, to 
authorize the spending of $6,163,- 
000,000 in the fiscal y ear starting 
this July 1. 
Cut la Inevitable 
This 537-million-dollar differ­ 
ence between the two branches 
means that an additional cut in 
the Senate total is almost in­ 
evitable. 
Then, after the compromise au­ 
thorization measure is passed, 
the lawmakers will get another 
crack at the program when an 
appropriations bill actually mak­ 
ing the money available is de­ 
bated. 
President Truman asked for 
$7,9 00,000,000, declaring this was 
the minimum needed for Amer­ 
ica’s security . He has been sharp­ 
ly critical of the cuts voted by 
the House. 
The bulk of the money in the 
authorization bill is for direct 
military assistance designed to 
equip the forces of American al­ 
lies in western Europe and else­ 
where. 
Efforts Beaten Down 
Administration Torces in the 
Senate beat down all efforts to 
cut the $6,9 00,000,000 voted by 
Senate coipmittees until late in 
y esterday ’s session. 

Long (D.-La.) was 
able to get through a 200-million 
reduction by a 37 to 34 vote, part­ 
ly because half a dozen senators 
voting against cuts had gone, 
home Earlier Long’s proposal for 
(Co ntinued o n Pa g e 3, Co l.

Truman said, in a letter to 
House Speaker Ray burn, the ex ­ 
pansion is necessitated by the 
fact that “ the Soviet Union has 
shown no disposition to cooper­ 
ate in an international program 
for control 
and 
regulation 
of 
armaments.” 
Must Keep Leadership 
Lacking international control 
of atomic energy , he added, “ the 
national security and the secur­ 
ity of the free world demand 
that we maintain and increase 
our leadership in this field.”

FITTING SPOT FOR HEROES’ REST 
With something of a shock we hav e read 
that Arlington National Cemetery, America’s 
shrine to her fallen soldiers and sailors, is 
running out of burial space. Within perhaps 
20 years, it will no longer be possible to 
honor the nation’s heroes by giv ing them a 
resting place in the hallowed green hills ov er­ 
looking the v alley of the Potomac and the 
city of Washington. 
So beautiful is this setting, so entirely suit­ 
able is it as a dedicated part of American 
soil, that it does not seem right that we must 
some day think of burying our honored dead 
in other less-fav ored plots. 
Yet we must do that, and Memorial Day 
is a fitting time to talk of it. 
Because Washington itself is a shrine con­ 
taining the most celebrated symbols of our 
history and our freedom, it is probably wise 
that any new national burying ground be 
held close to the capital. For a free people’s 
capital to serv e as a mecca is a good thing 
for their faith in liberty and humanity. 
But broad, rolling acres blessed with the 
rare distinction of the Arlington hills are 
no longer to be found so close to the capitaTs 
heart. The growth of Washington in the past 
two decades has sprinkled the nearby Mary­ 
land and Virginia countryside with homes. 
To find land both gently beautiful and 
quietly serene, one much reach farther out 
from the sprawling city. South along the 
widening Potomac are perhaps many spots 
fitted to serv e as the timeless residence of 
the nation’s fallen sons. 
One in particular that comes to mind is 
the Maryland bank of the riv er in the gen­ 
eral neighborhood of historic Mt. Vernon, 
Virginia, Washington’s home and itself a 
national monument. 
Here the riv er, curv ing in wide sweeps 
amid low ranging hills, has surpassing 
beauty. The green fields and patchworks 
of woods lend a soft intimacy to the .scene. 
Washington found the glory of this place 
great, and 200 years hav e not lessened its 
charm. 
Only the ex perts can say whether this 
setting meets the technical requirements of a 
major burial ground. But if it does, it is 
hard to imagine a lov elier place to share with 
Arlington the dev otions of a nation as a 
memorial. 
A new cemetery ifi this spot might com­ 
mand a v iew of the ex panse of green lawn 
descending from Washington’s mansion to 
the Potomac. A fine bridge might be built 
to carry American pilgrims across the riv er 
to the Maryland side. And on some grassy 
knoll especially blessed with the peace of 
nature, the tomb for the Unknown Soldier of 
Worl^AVar II might be placed. 
In such a scene as this, there would be 
no diminishing of the honored glory in which 
our soldier and sailor heroes now rest in 
Arlington.

MEMORIAL DAY THOUGHTS 
Year* ago, X was among a group of Americans 
who went down to Sungkiang on Memorial Day 
where the Chinese had erected a shrine to “ Gen­ 
eral’* Frederick Townsend Ward, of Salem, Mas­ 
sachusetts, who gav e his life to sav e China from 
the Taipings. Ward died in 1862 and incense was 
ev er burned before the tablets of his memory. 
Ward was succeeded at the head of the “ Ev er- 
Victorious Army” by General Charles G. Gordon, 
a Britisher, who won fame not only in China but 
at the great battle at Khartoum. 
These were gigantic personalities who nev er 
compromised, appeased or surrendered. 
Another 
shrine I liked to v isit was in J apan where there 
used to be a shrine to Townsend Harris, a Brook­ 
lyn merchant, whom our gov ernment sent to J apan 
immediately after Commodore Perry opened that 
country to the world (1853). 
Perry could hav e conquered J apan and he could 
hav e made it the outpost in Asia for American 
imperialism. 
Instead, Townsend Harris entered 
upon a course of conduct which opened the eyes of 
the J apanese to the possibilities of becoming a 
great and independent nation. 
A J apanese diplomat, Professor Ariga, wrote 
years later of Townsend Harris: 
. . If he had taken adv antage of the rare 
position in which he was placed, he could hav e 
forced upon us almost any treaty that only bene­ 
fited America and the Americans; and all the other 
nations would hav e followed him in the track. But 
as he was anx ious to assist J apan to join the com­ 
munity of nations based upon mutual interest, he 
nev er imposed upon us any greater disadv antage 
than was absolutely necessary, in v iew of the dif­ 
ference of life and culture. . . . ” 
Whenev er I think of the magnificent record of 
General Douglas MacArthur in J apan, it is impos­ 
sible not to recall the achiev ements of his prede­ 
cessor nearly a century ago, Townsend Harris, who 
brought independence, not colonialism, to the 
J apanese people. 
Like MacArthur, he tempered 
power with charity, might with lov e. 
During the past week, a friend died who will 
always be fresh in my memory. He was v ery dif­ 
ferent from the remote figures, Frederick Ward 
and Townsend Harris. 
He was neither a con­ 
queror nor a diplomat; he was an editor, play­ 
wright, and writer of stories. He once was a scep­ 
tic, perhaps an agnostic or ev en an atheist; he died 
hav ing restored to a nation, sick with materialism, 
a lov e for the Bible. 
I speak of Fulton , Oursler, whom I hav e known 
and lov ed during these phases of his spiritual and 
intellectual life. 
I knew him when he laughed at 
those who still believ ed in superstitions. 
I knew 
hiih when he was struggling with his soul and pro­ 
duced only chaos in his work and life. I knew him 
during the years of happiness and dev otion. 
Oursler is best known to the public as the 
author of “ The Greatest Story Ev er Told.” 
But 
there is a story about Oursler that is almost as 
miraculous. 
He had encountered failures which 
could break a man. 
He lost his job as editor of 
“ Liberty” ; his play failed; his wife was desperately 
sick; magazines were not buying his stories. 
He and I walked the streets of New York dis­ 
cussing all his failures and his hopelessness. 
He 
saw no way out of his dilemma. He could not 
work; he could not go on. I feared for my friend; 
yet as we talked, it seemed that the v ery conv er­ 
sation was opening 
a road to him, the road once 
before opened before the -prophet, J ob, who was 
similarly in despair. 
Some- time later, I heard that Fulton Oursler 
was taking instruction to enter the Roman Catholic 
Church. I telephoned to him to inquire if the re­ 
port were true.» He said that he would one day 
tell me of his ex periences. 
But time passed and 
we did not meet as often as we used to. Then I 
heard that all his family had entered the church. 
When nex t we discussed personal matters, Oursler 
had written “ The Greatest Story Ev er Told.” 
It 
was being made into a radio play. He had become 
a lay missionary. 
His wife was well and strong 
and was creating the magazine, “ Guideposts.” 
A 
new life had been found. 
On this Memorial Day, I shall think of him 
often, particularly of his unwritten story, the 
miracle of a life sav ed through prayer and faith. 
1 once asked him to write it and he said that he 
would one day.

British Think of Robort Toft os Thoir foe; 
Gtnorol Regarded os Friond

GLUTAMIC ACID 
Early in 1951 I recorded the work of Drs. F. T. 
Zimmerman and B. B. Burgemeister, who stated 
in the J ournal of the New York State Medical So­ 
ciety that they had raised the intelligence of 34 of 
35 borderline, or high-grade mentally defectiv e, 
children up to normal lev els. 
The abov e record was the second fav orable re­ 
sponse to glutamic acid in raising the intelligence 
quotient in defectiv e children. Howev er, toward 
the end of 1951, I recorded the ex perience of Drs. 
Harold G. Loeb and Read D. Tuddenham in 33 
“ feeble minded” children at the Univ ersity of Cali­ 
fornia and they found that in this particular group 
there was no improv ement in their mentality and 
no rise in their intelligence quotient (I.Q.) after 
using glutamic acid for a lengthy period.

“ Scientists who report that glutamic acid is a 
’brain food’ and those who deny its effectiv eness 
may both be right,” a Univ ersity of Chicago biolo­ 
gist declared at a recent meeting of the American 
Association for the Adv ancement of Science. 
Dr. Benson E. Ginsburg, associate professor and 
chairman of the natural science staff in the Col­ 
lege of the Univ ersity of Chicago, reported that 
heredity may determine whether or not brain func­ 
tion is improv ed through treatment with glutamic 
acid. Reporting with Dr. Eugene Roberts, Wash­ 
ington Univ ersity, he also announced distinct dif­ 
ferences in the way male and female brains with 
certain hereditary backgrounds responded to glu­ 
tamic acid. 
“ Prev iously, some scientists hav e reported that 
administrations of glutamic acid hav e raised the 
intelligence of feeble-minded children and of ex ­ 
perimental animals. Other scientists, working with 
equal v igor, hav e reported that glutamic acid had 
no beneficial effect on intelligence. These research 
workers found that in two different types of mice 
the glutamic acid raised the intelligence of one and 
not of the other. Also that male and female brains 
hav e fundamental differences in their chemistry. 
This ex plains why some research workers found 
glutamic acid helped some retarded children but 
not others.”

m ent age. One solution is to pay 
these people strictly in accord­ 
ance w ith the am ount of th eir 
contributions, which in most cases 
would 
m ean 
extrem ely 
sm all 
benefits; or to m ake an attem pt 
to have the benefits sufficiently 
large at the outset to be w orth­ 
while. In the la tte r method, cred­ 
it, in effect, is given for past 
services of the employe or self­ 


employed. Tile am ended Social 
Security Act follows this plan. 
A person who was first covered 
by social security on Jan u ary I, 
1951, and is 75 years of age by 
the second q u a rte r of 1952 and is 
still w orking can commence to 
receive benefits during this q u a r­ 
ter, provided he has six q u arters 
of coverage. However, the am ount 
of the benefits m ay be larger if 
he delays applying until July I. 
1952. As an exam ple, a person 
who w as covered as a farm em ­ 
ploye since Jan u ary I, 1951. for 
a w age of $100 per m onth and 
a t the sam e rate during 1952 
could qualify for $41.50 per m onth 
if he applies for the benefits in 
April 1952. However, if he files 
his claim in July 1952. the am ount 
of the benefits would be $50 per 
m onth. The benefits are payable
